In my opinion. In one respect wan the 
mo«t remarkable one ever made by 
any m.in. 
The entire dlitance was 


rld'Jen without stopping to rest, and I 
having a change of horses only once j 
In every one hundred or two hundred ! 
miles. 
He kept a led horse by his j 


side most of the time, so that when the 
one he wa« rldlns gore out entirely, 
he changed the Middle to the extra j 
horse, left the horse he had been rid- | 
Ins and went on again at fall speed, i 


"At the time he made this ride. In 


mnch of the territory he passed 
through he was liable to meet hostile 
Indians, so that hi* adventure was 
daring in more ways thnn one. In the 
first plnce. the man who attempted 
to r!rt<> 800 miles in the time be did 
tool; hi* life In his hands.' There la 
perbnp* not one man In a million who 
could have lived to finish snch n Jour- 
ney. 


"Aubrev wa« a Canadian French- 


man, of low stature, short limbs, built j 
liko a Jaek«crow, nnd was In the very 
r.f-:iitli of bis manhood, full of pluck 
and ilarlnjr.

"It w!i« said he tpade this ride upon 


w bet of ?1T000 that he could cover 
the distance In elplit days. 


"One year previous to this, in 1852. 


hp made n bet he could do the same 
distance in ten days. The result wa« 
he traveled It In a little over elcbt 
dajs. hence his bet he could make the 
r;de in 1853 in eight days, the result 
of thnt trip shotting he consumed llt- 
tlo more than half that time. 


"I was well acquainted and did con- 


siderable business with Aubrey dur- 
Injr his years of'freighting. I met him 
when he was making hts famous ride 
at n point on the Santa Fc rond called 
Rabbit Ear. He passed my train at a 
full pillop without asking a single 
question a* to the danger of Indians 
ahead of liim. 


"After 
his business between St. 


Louis and Santa Fe eea'sed.- his love 
for ndxenturc.-and his daring enter- 
prise prompted him to make a trip 
from New Mexico to California with 
sheep, which he disposed of fat good 
prlcp*. nnd returned to New Mexico. 


"Immediately upon his return he 


met n friend, n Major Weiphtman of 
the United Slates army, who «ns a 
preat nilmtrcr of his pluck and daring. 
Welghtman wa* nt that time editor 
of .1 sm.ill paper called the Santa Fe 
HemI>1. At their meeting, as wns the 
custom of the time, they called for 
dVInks. Their glasses were filled nqd 
they frerc ready to drink, when AJJ- 
brey asked Weigntman why he had 
published a damned lie about his trip 
tn California. 
Instead of taking hi; 


drink. Weigbtman to*«ed the contents I 
of hts glass in Aubrey's face. Aubrev« 
mnde .1 motion toxlrnw his pistol and 
*hoot. wh«»n IVelRhtman. knowing the ! 
d.inger. drew lii.i knife and stabbed 
Aubrey through the heart, from which 
blow be dropped dead upon the floor. 


"The whole affair was enacted In 


one or two seconds. From the fltn« 
they started to tnke.a friendly drink 
till Aubrey was -lying dead on the 
floor less lime rtapscd than It takes 
to tell the story."
